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and if it be not very quickly done,1 queftion, 
if it will be praéticable at all,and future Ages 
may have Caufe to- refle&-upon the Con- 
duét of the Swedes more in that, Article than 
enough 5 who, whilehehas been profecuting 
afruitle(s War in Poland,abandon’d Livonia, 
one of the moft fertile and advantageous 
Counrries, both as to Trade and Strength, 
to the Mercy of his Enemy, who has there- 
by gotten an Inlet by Sea co all Europe, from.

I cannot therefore forefee, how the Swede 
can bring the Czar toa Peace, without quit- 
ting Poland to. him or Livonta——— Victory, 
which brings other Monarchs to Peace, will 
not do.here.

The Romans, in the Purfaje 
of the Earthéims, ruin’d the teft Army, aha 
fought in that Age of the Word, nor oul 
they ever make any Conquefts titere ; Na- 
ture defies Art, when fhe comes to oppofe 
Defolation to Defolation; War is atan End, 
when. you come to Woods and Wilderneffes. 
*Twould be juft a Parthian: Wary for. the 
Swedes to invade Mufcovy; as the Heats 
ruia'd the Romans there, the Colds and 
Damps, and unpaflable Country would do 
the like here,
